tinued longer than three Years, till the remarkable 
Reign of Heary VIIL. He, Sir, was a Prince of un- 
ruly Appetites, and of an Arbitrary Will; He was 
impatient of every Reftraint ; the Laws of God and 
Mian fe!] equally a Sacrifice as they ftood in the way of 
his Avarice, or difappointed his Ambition: He there- 
fore introduced Long Parliaments, becaufe he very well 
knew that they would become the proper Inftruments 
of both ; and what a Slavifh Obedience they paid to all 
his Meafures is fufficiently known. 
‘< If we come to the Reign of King Charles the Firf, 
we muft acknowledge him to be a Prince of a con- 
trary Temper; he had certainly an innate Love for 
Religion, arid Virtue, and of Confequence for the Li- 
berty of his-Country. But here lay the Misfor- 
tune——He was led from his natural Difpofition by 
Sycophants and Flatterers; they advisd him to ne-

* ble Parliament which fo juftly obtain’ the opprobrious

A Propofal to the PEopLe of ENGLAND. 


R. Fog, begins his laft Journal with faying, that we have 

Reafens to apprehend the utmoft Endeavours will be ued 

to procure a Majority of Mercenaries to be returned in the next 

Elettions: Mr. Fog concludes his ‘fournal with a Propofal to 

the People of England, of fo much Importance, that we frail 
lay it before our Readers, 


That we can never have a Parliament (fays Mr. Fog) 
freely chofen by any Method now in ufe, the divers inettec- 
tual Acts for regulating Ele€tions fufficiently prove ; when 
nothing has been done in that Matter, but what has been 
one way or other eafily evaded, as to the Force or feeming 
Intent thereof: We fay feeming Intent, becaufe it may juftly 
be doubted, whether the Houfe of Commons has not done in 
this, as Engineers are faid to do in fortifying “Towns, 0% 
always left fome weak Place, that what they feem to fecure 
may that way be taken; when a Method of effectually 1 
gulating Elections is obvious and eafy. 

But the People can never hope to find any Redrefs of 
this Grievance trom a Houfe of Commons, not truly re 
prefenting them. 

It is therefore propofed as a moft neceffary Advite for 
the common Good of Englifomen, That fome other Me- 


thod be {peedily taken (more practicable and effectual a 
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what has hitherto been in Ufe) whereby every Man that 
Jotes may give his Vote entirely free for the Perfon or 
Perfons he thinks in his Confcience fitteft, or moft for the 
common Intereft to be chofen; and whereby no Man can 
procure himfelt elected, but by meriting the good Opinion 
of the People, whole Right it is to chufe him. 

Now this Freedom can neyer be where any Man can pof- 
filly be either awed or bribed out of his Vote. 

But there is one Way, and we think but one, whereby 
every Man, tho’ never fo dependant, bribed or awed, ma 
neverthelefs give his Vote tree, without Regard to the Plea- 
fure or Difpleafure of any Man, and whereby no Man can 
Ly any unfair Means poflibly get himfelf elected. 

Chis eilectual, this neceflary and eafy Method of Elec- 
tion is the Basict, the equitable Ballot ; a Vhing moft prae- 
ticable and expeditious when once underftood; a Vhing 
that none can oppofe, but he will at the fame Time de- 
care himfelf either ignorant thereof, or an Enemy to a 
Piece of Fufice and Equity of the greateft Benefit to the 
Nation, and confequently that he is no Friend to the good 
People of England. 

And we think nothing can be neceffarily propofed to 
make every good Englifhbman taken with this Method ot 
EleGion, but to let him underftand it, and his own real 
Jatere ft. 

We fhould therefore proceed to give our Countrymen a 
Defcription and Explanation of the Ballot; but that we 
think it not inconvenient, in order to perfuade them forth- 
with to put it in Praétice, to ask them fome few Queftions, 
the Anfwers to which will be very eafy, and as apt to urge 
the Neceflity of this only effec#ual Method of a free and fair 
Eletion of their Repretfentatives. 

Let them tell us then, in the firft Place, Whether any 
Thing can be fo dangerous to the Liberties and Properties 
Of the People of England, as a bad Houfe of Commons, or 
how any Thing elfe, according to human Reafon, can be 
capable of ruining them? , 

Will not all the Attempts of others againft them be in 
Vain, if thofe who make their Laws, and hold their Par/e- 

fringes for them, be but faithiul? But if thefe Men are not 
trulty, or haye fome other Defigas than the Good ol the 
People that fent them (as all that unfairly get chemiacee" 
‘ected muft be thought to have) will they not be moft « aa 
&rous, as capable of making fuch Laws that are not for 
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the common Good, or effectual to that End, and of aby. 
fing the Strength, that is, the Moxey of the People, againgt 
the true Intents of their Willingnefs to part with it? And 
needs there any other Abufe in the Matter of Money to 
ruin the Nation, if unequal and heavy Taxes be but conti 
nued? Think you not that oppreflive Ways and Means for 
raifing what is but neceflary on fome Emergencies, may be 
of pernicicus Confequence? not to demand what might be 
done with the Peoples Money, if they fhould ever be fo 
unfortunate as to be fabject to a Prince, that would he as 
ready to mifapply, as a bad Houfe of Commons might be 
to give it. 

but again, let chem tell us whether the People of Eze. 
dand have (efpecially of late) been a reprefented? And 
whether the late Houfe of Commons hath at all appeared 
to be their. true Reprefentatives in divers Refpects? 

Can it be fuppofed that Men can prefently become of 
extraordinaty Senfe and Goodnefs, by a Majority of pro- 
cured Votes? Or that a Member of the Houfe of Con. 
mons may not want Inftructions, or to be minded of things 
good and neceffary ? If not, what can you think of thofe 
who have attempted to take away your Right and Capaci- 
ty of offering your ‘Thoughts to them and the Nation? 

Let this alfo be demanded, Whether in as much as there 
have always been many Complaints of undue Elections, and 
fometimes perhaps of an hundred, it has not been arbitra- 
rily determined by the Houfe of Commons it felf, or Men 
coming together as Members thereof, who fhould fit, and 
who not, in Favour of a prevailing Faction? And whether 
thereby fometimes perhaps a hundred of the five hundred 
have not really been chofen by a Part of the Houfe it felf, 
as the Faction has prevailed, and confequently not by the 
People, whofe Right it is to chufe them? Which Deter- 
mination ought inReafon to have been made in fome Court 
of Judicature by Law, not by a major Vote of the Houfe 
of Commons ;-and the Perfon whofe due Eleétion is quefti- 
oned, fhould not be capable of fitting or acting in Parlia- 
ment, till determined by Law to be legally elected. 

Again, let it be aid, whether the Houfe of Commons 
hath oe reprefented the People of Eng/and ; in as much 
as thofe Places moft populous, and bearing the greatt 
Burden of Taxes, have not Members proportionable 
Number? And whether the Redrefs of this mm, 
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can be well hoped for from a Houfe of Commons unduly 
elected ? 

But perhaps Example will rather perfuade. What has 
been done, or is done, is more apt to take with many, 
than what is beft, or ought to be done. 

We might propofe the Examples of other States, and 
particularly of Venice, who are by the Ufe of the Ballot 
as free as poffible from Faétions, Animoftties, Tumults, &c. 
but we are not indeed very apt to imitate other Nations 
except in Folly: But the Ba//ot is practifed already in 
Part amongft us, in leffer Bodies, and where it is not fo 
neceffary as in choofing the Peoples Reprefentatives. 

It has been ufed by our Hou/e of Lords, the prefent Pa- 
triots of the People, to whom we appeal, whether they 
are not infinitely obliged to that Houfe, who faw it ne- 
ceflary to take the Peoples Part, and become the Guardi- 
ans of their Rights and Privileges, which could not but be 
in the greateft Danger, if the Houfe of Commons (who are 
both naturally, and bound to be, the Peoples Guardians) 
were degenerated, and did endeavour to betray the Liber- 
ties and Properties of thofe who created them Servants in 
their Defence ; if they endeavoured to become their Ar- 
bitrary Lords and Mafters, and were not contented with 
their own ufurped Power, but alfo inftigated her Majefty 
to ftrain her Prerogative. 

The Ballot is alfo ufed in the Eaf-Jndia Companies, 
Joint Stocks, African Company, Bank of Eng/and, Shares, 
Milion Bank, Debentures, Sword Blades, and Apotheca- 
ries Companies; and fhall the People of Exg/and refufe 
Such a thing, fo neceffary, fo beneficial, fo juft, /o eafy, when 
there is nothing elfe can help them to get a freely eleed 
cane, and a freely elected Parliament is fo very ne- 
ceflary ? 

The Ballot we fay is the only Thing can help them ; 
and as it is moft ea/y, expeditious and juff, it may be 
brought in Ufe when and where they pleafe. It needs no 
A of Parliament to enforce it, or put it in Practice ; 
hor is ever like to be ena¢ted tho’ that would be moft “c- 
firable) by a Houfe not firft thereby elected. But the 
People may take it up if they pleafe, none can hinder 
them, there is no mad Houfe of Commons now fitting to 
fend them to Jail, or take them in Cuftody of a Serjeant 
at Arms, If they were little enough to be fo ferved by 


two or three Hundred of their Servants. Let but the 
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City of London begin and give the Example, other Places 
will foon follow. ‘The Court of Aldermen and Common 
Council have. Power enough to bring it in Ufe there; and 
to them we firft recommend it as their high Intereft, and 
then to the whole Nation as their equal Concern, We 
cannot fuppofe the People can value a little Drink more 
inan their Birth-rights, or that they are ignorant that 
they have olten paid dear enough tor a drunken Bout or 
two with their Votes, that they fhould be fo fond of 
an old Cuitom, as not to let it go for the greateft Ad- 
vantage. 

Wwe will therefore propofe, and explain to them the 
equitable Ballot, aud then we are fure they may be per. 
fuaded to it as well by the F#f#ice and Beneft thereof, 
as driven from their old inconvenient Cuftoms by the 
forementioned and many other Mifchiefs they lie under 
for want of it. 


The Method of the Bailot. 

To defcribe the Ballot there are two ‘Things to be con- 
fidered. 

Firf, The propofing of Perfons to he chof e 

Secondly, ‘The Choice of Election of them. 

‘The one is determined by the Lot. 

The othe by the /ete or Suffrage. 

‘The Lot prevents all procuring of Votes, except ty 
getting the Love of the People. 

The Suffrage, as given by the Ba//ot, preyents all In- 
conveniencies that might otherwife attend a Perfon on the 
Account of his having voted to the Pleafure or D:fplea- 
fure of any, leaving it a Secret with himfelf whom he 
vates for or againft. 

The Suffrage, tho’ the laft and determining Part of the 
Ballot, thall be defcribed firft, becaufe it is moft eafy, and 
prefently apprehended, and it is this. 

Inftead of polling by Names taken in Writing for this or 
the other Man, every one that votes fhail bring a “ttle 
Pelict of Linnen Chith roll'a up, which, as he comes to 
vote, he fhall hold between his Forefinger and Thumb, to 
fhew the Perfons attending the Bzi/oting Boxes that he 
bus owe, and but eae fuch Peller ; which he fhail put intoa 
Rox of a conveuient Bignefs, having a Cover to open when 
toc Ba sOTIN 1S over, and a Hele near the Top, thro’ 
Waien the Jerfoa thall put kis Hand, and drop his Pe/leé 
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into which he pleafes of tvo Boxes contained in the out- 
ward Box, and which lie together in it, that it may not 
be feen into which Box he drops the Pe/fet, nor heard, be- 
caufe it is made of Cloth. The Boxes mutt likewife be fo 
deep, that he cannot come at the Pellets when dropt in, 
left he fhould take out of one and put into the other, and 
fo give more Votes than his own. ‘The Boxes mutt alfo 
be colour’d, the onze Green, the othcr Jl hite; the Green is 
the Affirmative, the White the Negative ; the one fcr the 
Candidate, or Perfon propos’d, the ether again# him, 
whofe Name muft be often pronounc’d with an audible 
Voice by fome fitting at the Box whilift he’s balloting for. 
The outward Box is alfo to be divided by being coloured 
one half Green, the cther White, aunfwering the Greca 
and /l’ site Boxes within, and written on one Side AJ; on 
the other NO. ‘The outward Box fhall alfo have two little 
Slits, againft the Middle of the two inward Boxes, 1, 2, 
that the Perfon voting may not poffibly be deceived, or 
miftake. And when all have thus voted for, or againft the 
Perfon, the Boxes fhall be taken out, andthe Ay’sand No’s 
counted ; and if he has above halt the Ay’s, he is chofen 
a Member of Parliament ; if above half the No’s, he is 
rejected, and cannot be propos’d again atthe fame Election. 

Thus every Perfon propos’d 1s ‘fingly balloted for, and 
ether chofen or refus’d by the Majority, till the City, 
County or Borough has chofen the Number they fend. 
But it there thall be none, or not enough of the Perfons 
propos’d chofen, there thall be more propos’d, by new al- 
lotted Propofers, as thefe were, till there be enough. 

There fhall alfo be two or more Perfons appointed to fit 
at every balloting Box, to fee that there be no Trick, as 
that no Man put in two Pellets: and thefe Perfons being 
firft fworn to fee fair Play, thall take out the Boxes, and 
count the Ay’s and No’s. 

By this Method ten thoufand Perfons may vote as foon 
as one thoufand can by taking of Names, and that without 
aay Clamour, Strife or Crowding, — if there be as 
many balloting Boxes as there are Perfon’s Propos'd ; and 
‘0 every Man marches to the box and puts in his Pellet, 
and thence to the next, and puts in another, and fo to the 
third and fourth, if there be fo many, according to the 
Number to be chofen : and who fhall be firft balloted for 
Makes no Odds, becaufe the Majority can be but for the 

umber e chofen. 
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Againft this Way of Voting may poflibly be objetted 
of finding by Scrutiny who had and wh 
had not a Right to vote, or preventing of thofe that hay® 
not a Right, from voting. 

We anfwer, that tho’ all Freemen of England, i. ¢, 
thofe that are not Servants, but can live of themfelves, 
and pay Taxes, have a natural Right to vote, and this 
Right is denied many of them for no other Reafon but a 
ppos’d Impofflibility of fo many giving their Votes ; yet 
they might all vote by their Reprefentatives chofen be. 
forehand in every Parifh, or Divifion : fuch are the Live. 
rymen in effect to London, or would be, every time chofen, 

Secondly, By this Method many may vote in the fame 
Time as a few by taking Names. 

Third/y, Were the Ballot in ufe, 
might be allow’d to vote) but few would come to ballot; 
ore’d to vote, fo none would be 
inclined to come, but from fome publick Concern (and 
Men of publick Spirits are but few) there being nothing 
to be got, or loft, or fear’d, in voting for or againft this, 
or the other Perfon, in this Method, or any Intereft to 
be made beforehand, as will appear in the Defcription of 
the other Part of the Be//or. 

Fourthly, If Perfons that have no Right fhall come to 
vote, it may be known by fome in publick Office attend- 
ing the Boxes, having the Names of every Freeman in the 
Parifh, or Ward, taken alphabetically by the Conftables, 
‘erfons beforehand ; every 
votes giving his Name, which will difcover whether be 
be a Freeman or no, becaufe he will not be found in the 
Lift under the Letter, or one Name will be heard twice, 
which may alfo be noted down, and will likewife prevent 
Man trom coming twice to the fame Box. 
ut we come to the firft Part of the Ballet, viz. the 
Lot, which ts contriy'd to prevent any Man from procu- 
ring himfelf elected otherwife than by his Eminency 
As to this Part of the Ballot i 
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Firf, Chat no Man can put up or 
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mediate Lot, he might have fome Time to make Inte 
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Second/y, The Propofers cannot be any certain, or al. 
ways ‘the fame Perfons: Becaufe that would fruftrate the 
Detign of the Bollot, wiz. a tree Choice ; and becaufe no 
Perfon had any natural Right to propofe rather than ano- 
ther, unlefs he be better acquainted with, and will cer. 
tainly propofe the fitteft Perfons : But no fuch Perfon can 
be affign’d. * 

Therefore as there muft be fome Propofers ie come to 
the oe they fhall be allotted out of the Knights and 
Gentlemen for the Counties, and out of the Aldermen and 
Common-Councilmen, or Affiftants for the Cities and Bo- 
roughs, as being Perfons moft like to be acquainted with 
Men fit and capable to ferve. 

Therefore on te appointed Day of Election for the 
County, City or Borough, the whole Affembly concern’d 
being prefent in fome convenient Place ; the Knights by 
themfelyes, and the Gentlemen by themfelves for the Coun- 
ty, the Aldermen by themfelves, and the Common-Councit 
or Afifants by themfelves, for the Cities or Boroughs, 
thall choofe by Lot, out of their refpeCtive Numbers, as 
ree to be Propofers, as there are to be Repre/entatives 
chofen, which will be twice as many in all. 

For Inftance, the Aldermen of the City of London fhall 
= four Propofers, and the Common-Council as many ; 
thus, 

There fhall be a Box or Urn for each Company fo 
made, that a Man may put his Hand in, but not look in- 
to it ; into which there fhall be put as many little wooden 
Balls as there are Aldermen or Common-Council Men, 
by a Perfon appointed, who fhall be fworn to do nothing 
contrary to the true Intent of the Ballot, and to fee fair 
Play ; of which Balls four, if for London (and the like 
Proportion for any other Place fhall be colour’d Green, 
the reft left White ; which being fhaken together, the re- 
{pective Boxes fhall be carried to every Alderman, and fo 
likewife to every Common-Council Man, and every one 
thall draw a Ball. which, if it be a green one, he isa Pro- 
pofer, ifa white one, he has a Blank, which he fhall put 
into another Veffel carried to receive them ; then the 
Boxes fhall be opened, to fhew that all the Balls are 
drawn ; fo that if any one fhould have brought a green 
Ball with him, and pretend tohave drawnit, there would 
be one left in the Box, and difcover the foul Play ; which, 


if it fo happen, they fhall Lot again, till they come — : 
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which Trouble forefeen will prevent them from fo do. 
ing. 

The Propofers being thus chofen by fhewing the Green 
Balls they have drawn, they thall be fworn, without any 
regard to private Intereft, Favour, or Affection, to propole 
fuch Perfons as they think in their Confciences fittef to re- 
prefent the good People of England ; and then they thall go 
apart, each Company of Propofers together, vig. the 
Aldermen by themfelyes, and the Common Council by them- 
felves, &c. and confer together, and every one fhall no. 
minate and propofe one Maa and no more, either him. 
felf (if qualify’d) or fome other, whofe Names being writ- 
ten down, fhall be retura’d to. the whole Congregation to 


be fingly balloted for,. and fo chofea or refus'd as before 
faid.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 
FRANCE. 


HE King of France is upon the Point of declaring 

himfelf Duke of Lorrain and of Barr, and to re- 
unite thofe Duchies to his Dominions; the former, by 
Virtue of Conqueft, and the latter, on Account of the 
Duke’s not haying fubmitted to his Majefty’s Letters of 
Summons, and remaining, after the iffuing of them, in the 
service of an Enemy to his Sovereign. 

Several Reports have been fpread at Paris of the 
Death of the Marfhal de Villars, which have been fince 
contradicted. A pretty Invention of the Sieur Gantali- 
ere’s has appeared, which will be of fingular Service to 
thofe forward young Cavaliers, who are hurrying to the 
Campaign, more in Compliance with the Mode, than ex- 
cited by any real Valour. This Invention is a Suit of Ar- 
mour, which is Bullet-proof, and withal fo light and
